1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the convex side of each L-shaped 
profile must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C- 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 



the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. It 
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is not seen how a rigid L-shaped profile member can have a convex side. In the drawings 
provided along with the claim description an "L-shape" means two flat sides connected at a 
substantially right angle to for the shape of an L. Dictionary.com defines convex as "curved or 
rounded like the exterior of a sphere or circle". The specification fails to show or describe an re- 
shaped profile with a side that is convex. Nor would one skilled in the art found the reciting this 
feature reasonably conveying that applicant had possession of such a device at the time the 
application was filed. Particularly in light of the contradictory terms. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Regarding claim 9, the phrase "and the like" renders the claim indefinite because the 
claim includes elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "and the like"), thereby 
rendering the scope of the claim unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). The convex side of 
each L-shaped profile has no antecedent basis and is confusing. As noted in paragraph 3 above, it 
is not seen how a L-shape conveys a convex side. The alternative language also makes it unclear 
if the profile attaches by the spine side or by its adjacent back side area. The term "it" is 
indefinite. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-8 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 



7. Applicant's amendments overcome the prior rejections by rewriting the limitations of 
claims 4-8 as instructed in paragraph 8 of the previous Office Action. As to applicant's request 
that the Examiner contact applicant's legal representative to resolve any outstanding issues. It is 
suggested applicant merely cancel claim 9 in order to expedite prosecution and expenses.
